A NEWSPAPER ESTIMATE. 

The Chicago Tribune has endeavored, by 
circulars to correspondents and by appeals 
direct to representatives, to obtain an accu- 
rate statementof the vote which the three 


» leading democratic candidates forthe speak- 


ership will receive in the democratic caucus 
In many cases its information is meager, and 
in others contradictory, but as a whole it rep- 
resents as good an opinion as is obtainable in 
advance of the gathering of the representa- 
tives at Washington and the effect which the 
general current and sentiment there will have 
upon theircourse. The incompleteness of 
the Tribune summary is shown in its classifi- 
cation of but one of the 194 democratic mem- 
bers of the house as doubtful, when in the 
nature of things at least a score of members 
will go toWashington very undecided in ‘heir 
opinions. The recapitulation gives the fol- 
lowing as the vote: Randall, 62; Carlisle, 97; 
Cox, $4; doubtful, 1. This assigns Mr. Car- 
lisle exactly one-haif of the whole 
number of representatives, and if 
approximately correct would in- 
dicate his election beyond question, Mr. 
Randall is given 11 votes from Pennsylvania, 
6 from Georgia, 5 from Onio, 4 each frem 
Alabama, Maryland and New York, 3 each 
from Connecticut, New Jersey, North Caro- 
lina and Virginia, 2 each from Indiana, Lou- 
isiana, South Carolina and Texas, and 1 each 
from Delaware, Florida Illinois, Lowa, Ken- 
tucky, Missouci, Tennessee and West Vir- 
inia. Mr. Carlisle is given 11 votes from 
issouri, 8 each from Texasand Kentucky, 

7 from Itlinois, 6 each irom Michigan, Missis- 
sippiand Tennessee, 5 each from Arkansas, 
Indiana, Ohio and Wisconsin, 4 each 
from Alabama, Georgia and South Car- 
oiina, 3 from Iowa, 2 each from 
Louisiana, Massachusetts and West 
Virginia, and one each from California, Ne- 
vada, North Carolina and Virginia. Mr. Cox 
is credited with 16 trom New York, 5 from 
California, 3 from Ohio, 2 each from Indiana, 
Missouri and North Carolina, and 1 each from 
Iliinois, Massachusetts, Tennessee and Wis- 
consin. The Tribune’s estimate has one ad- 
vantage over that made by the friends of any 
of the candidates for speaker. It is made 
without bias, and a!though erroneous in some 
rticulars—for example, in classing Mr. 
faton, of Connecticut, for Mr. Randall, 
when he has declared himself tor Mr. Cox 
—these errors will = af- 
fect each candidate about equally. 

A VIVA VOCE VOTE. 

The Tribune correspondent in this city re- 
lates a good story, which goes to show the 
necessity for a viva voce vote. ‘I would give 
a hundred dollars if such a resolution could 
be carried,’ said he. ‘It would expose both 
the cowards and the knaves—the men who 
promise to vote for all the candidates as well 
as those who are ready to sell their votes to 
the highest bidder or the man they think will 
win.” This reminded him of a story abouta 
man who was once a candidate for sheriff in 
his county. The candidate was the owner of 
five fine young setter pups which many of his 
friends*came tosee and admire. The candi-

MR, RANDALL'S HEADQUARTERS 

Mr. Randail’s headquarters are at the Na- 
tional hotel. A friend of Mr. Randall said 
to-night: 

“The recent elections show that the demo- 
cratic party can count upon a solid electoral 
yote from the southern states in 1884. We 
must have for:y-eight electoral votes from 
the north to win. ‘Suppose Carlisle is elected 
speaker, northern men will say, ‘You bull- 

ozed Mahone in Virginia; you elected a 
southern man speaker; you have got a solid 
southern vote for president, and we will meet 
you with a solid republican vote from the 
north.’ But if Randall is elected speaker 
this powerful argument cannot be made, as

Our 
existing navy he says, isabout what it was in 
1861, and rapidly deteriorating, and in case 
of war with a foreign country, while we 
would undoubtedly eventually win, we 
would suffer enormously in prestige and 
material loss at the outset before we could 
put ourselves in a condition to fight.

DEZENDORF’S DENUNCIATION, 


Ofthe Foul Attemot of Mahone to Cast a Stain Upen 
the Character of His Own Peopie. 

Wasnincton, November 20.—The Post will 
contain to-morrow an interview with Hon 
John F. Dezendorf, of Virginia,. on Ma- 
hone’s address, in which he is quoted as say- 
ing of Mahone’s charges: ‘‘They are calcu- 
lated to deter future investments of north- 
ern capital in Virginia. He charges that it 
is not safe for any man to live in the state 
who does not act with those who oppose hina. 
As a matter of fact I do notg know 
A single northern man in Virginia who is 
not opposed to Mahone and his methods, and 
who does not denounce the statements of his 
letter asa slander. There was no intimida- 
tion practiced - except by Mahone. 
himself, and the color line was drawn by the 
candicates. The election on the 6th of this 
month was as fairas was ever held in Vir- 
ginia. The attempt of Mahone to convey the 
impression that it was unsafe for northern 
men to live in Virginia is disgraceful. Im- 
mediately after the war, when an effort was 
uiade by a portion of the people of Virginia 
to proscribe northern men, in which attempt 
Mahone bore a leading part, I 
denounced the men who were 
engaged in it, and didall in my power to 
thwart them, but those days were over long 
ago.’’ Desendorf isalso quoted as saying 
that the Danvi'le riot, which was incited, he 
says, by the inflammatory speeches of Ma- 
hone’s man Sims, was rather a benefit than an 
injury to Mahone. ‘‘But,’’ he adds, ‘‘thous- 
ands of republicans, disgusted with Mahone’s 
methods, voted the democratic ticket, and 
nearly all the white readjusters deserted him 
when he began to draw the color line so 
closely.”’ 
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A CAROLINA CROOK. 


Bouth Carolina Officta's Set Seige to a Pardoved Penn 
syivania Con vict. 


W ASHINGTOg, November 20.~--Horace Cop- 
ron, alias ‘‘Little Horace,’’ was recently par- 
doned out of the Pennsylvania penitentiary 
at the instance of the District of Columbia 
officials,who hoped to use him as a witness in 
the trials of the indicted members of the old 
detective force. Copron was brought here 
from his Pennsylvania jail, and held under 
indictment for robbery. A Charleston, 
South Carolina, officer has beén in the city 
several days with a requisition for Copron, 
who is wanted in Charleston, for robbing the 
First National bank of this city, of $22,000 in 
April, 1879. He witheld the presentation of 
his requisition at the wish of the district of- 
ficers upon representations that the knowl- 
edge of its existence might interfere with 
the testimony expected from Copron. 

To-day, however, the ofiicer, accompanied 
by T. J. Mackey, delivered his papers to Chief 
Justice Carter. After examining them, the 
chief justice said that Horace was indicted 
here, and that if he gave testimony the cases 
against him would be nolle prosequied; he 
would see that he did not escape, and if the 
cases were ended here, he would turn him 
over to the South Carolina authorities 
in obedience to the _ requisition. The 
Charleston officer left his papers to return 
home, and some back when wanted. Judge 
Mackey stated tothe chief justice that the 
demand for Horace’s immediate rendition 
wouldn’t be pressed, but that the requisition 
would be filed in orderthatit might be 
obeyed by the surrender of the prisoner when 
he ceases to be amenablg to this court. 


REORGANIZING THB SENATE, 


Republican Rig't to Contre! Admitted by the Dem- 


ocrats. 

WasurIneton, November 20.—The Evening 
Star says a democratic senator now in this 
city gives some information as to the reor- 
ganization of the senate by the republicans 
this winter. This senator was, prior to the 
adjournment of the last congress, authorized 
to wait upon the republicans and inform them 
that the democrats would not olter any ob- 
stacle to the electing of a president pro tem, 
as they were desirous of avoiding an extra 
session. The democratic senator gave te in- 
tormation to Senator Allison,and in pursuance 
of this Mr. Edmunds was elected tosucceed 
Judge Davis. Since the democratic senator 
referred to has been in Washington this time, 
and during the past few days, he has talked 
with Senator Eamunds about the reorganiza- 
tion. Edmu has been advised that the 
democrats recognize the right of the republi- 
cans to control the senate by reason of their 
majority, and that they, the 
democrats, will notin any manner obstruct 
the republicans in reorganizing the body. 
Mr. Edmunds said that the republicans will, 
in due time, after the meeting of congress, 
proceed to reorganize the senate; that Mahone 
will be accorded precisely the same consider- 
tion as any republican senator and no more; 
that no special concessions as to the secretary- 
ship or any other oflice will be accorded him. 


ROUGH TIM&S AT SEA. 


Vessels Go Down in the Gale—An Ocean Steamers 
anger. 


St. Jonns, N. F., November 20.—The Brit- 
ish brigantine Bonnie Lassie was lost in the 
recent hurricane at Cape St. Francis. Cap- 
tain Hagan, First Officer Peavy and Stewart 
Laphry perished. The bark Keelois, with 
cargo of lumber, was wrecked near the light- 
out at Harbor Point.’ The crew was saved. 
The brigantine Creole was lost in the same 
gale at Bargoo. 
Packet was driven ashoreat Holyrcol, and is 
a total lossg The crew was saved. The brig- 
antine Gu@ph foundered in the gulf of St. 
Lawrence. The crew got ashore on Grand 
Bouit island after terrible sufferings, being 
forty-eight hours in a small boat, with only 
one oar. 

New York, November 20.—The steamer 
Ameriqae, from Havre, had a heavy westerly 
gale and high seas the entire passage. On 
November llth the machinery commenced 
to work badly, causing frequent stoppages. 
On the 16th the piston of the large cylinder 
broke andsmashed the cylinder. She made 
the remainder of her passage under one en- 
gine. The Amerique’ brings 505 passengers 
and 14,160 francs in specie.

ARTHUR'S ASPIRATIONS. 


FIXING THE ROPES TO SECURE THE 
NOMINATION, 


An Article, Written Withthe President’s Appro ba- 
tion Which is Latended to Feel the Public Pulse 
Lhe Approaching G¥thering of New York 
Caucus Fixers—Ogbinet Changes.

WasHixaton, November 20.—The Capi- 
tol bas an article, said to be ex cathedra, 
which assumes to set forth the views of-Presi- 
dent Arthur as a candidate. Friends of the 
administration say that the article unques- 
tionably does in great measure present his 
opinions. The points are these: The presi- 
dent is pleased at the manifestations of fervor 
with which the suggestions of his nomination 
have been received. He is oot to be consid- 
ered in the attitude of forcing himself upon 
the party, nor as willing to secure a nomina- 
by which would raise 
a sharp personal to that 
which precedad the convention 1880, 
He realizes that the republicans must 


both Ohio and New York to elect a president, 
and that no candidate who will not be fairly 
sure of carrying both these states should be 
thought of. The president will not consider 
whether he could secure a nomination by the 
help of solid republican delegations from 
states which can cast no republican electoral 
votes. He realizes the importance of a united 
party, and will not engage in any ‘'306’’ poli- 
tics. Itisof moreimportance to him that 
his successor should bea republican than he 
shouid be his own successor. The Virginia 
election has dispelled all hopes of carrying 
any southern state lor the re- 
—— ticket. The victory ox 1384 must 

”e nuw on the same field as that of 188u. The 
article eoricludes: ‘‘President Arthur fee: 
that, if his administration has been satisfac- 
tory tothe country; if our relations with 
foreign countries have been peaceably and 
honorably maintained; if the finances have 
been, well administered; iferrors and scan- 
dals in internal affairs shall have been found 
not to exist; ifthe army has been ably di- 
rected, and the restoration ofour decrepit 
navy honestly amd efficiently began; in a word 
if his administration is what the people desire 
it to be, and if his nomination can best war- 
rantand assure a republican victory next 
year, then he cannot refuse to allow his 
friends to give him their 'support.” It is 
known that President Arthur in the early 
part of his administration endeavored to as- 
certain the public pulse by causing his possi- 
ble programme to be made public. His 
friends say that he is pursuing that course as 
to this article. 

COMBINATIONS BEING MADE. 

There is no doubt that combinationsare now 
being made tocontrol the next republican 
convention, and that the president has begun 
to talk personal politics freely to those whom 
he thinks he can trust. Judge Gresham, who 
knows when itis best to. be close-mouthed 
and when to speak, has said that he regarded 
the nomination of President Arthur as the 
wisest step the republican party can take. 
The few republican members who are here 
and who have talked with the president, find 
him quite ready to listen to suggestions and 
to be anxious to know what public sentiment 
is respecting his nomination. Some have 
gone so far as to intimate to him that it would 
be wise to make some changes in the 
cabinet. The president is reputed as averse 
to doing this, though he seems to weigh care- 
fully what is said upon the subject. The im- 
pression prevails that the New York politi- 
cians believe that a change would be made 
for the better and it is also hinted that one of 
the combinations now on foot in New York 
brings the president and Governor Cornell to- 
gether again; that is, the New York state con- 
vention, which will be held before very long, 
shall elect a solid Arthur delegation to the 
national convention, while, On the other 
band, Mr. Corne!]! is aided in the ant-like ef.- 
fort he is making to succeed Father Lapham 
in the senate. If such a combination can be 
effected it is regarded as a sure go. 

THE PENNSYLVANTA CONTINGENT. 

The Pennsylvania delegation will come 
here to have a plain talk with the president, 
First of all they want some changes made in 
the offices in western Pennsylyania. They 
will claim that unless this is done the organi- 
zation there will be ruined. Next they want 
to offer their services to the president to 
secure for him the delegation from that state 
to the national convention. They will tell 
the president plainly that they think that it 
would be well for him and for the party if 
some changes were made in the cabinet. 
W hile the changes taey think best are not 
now suggested, it is surmised that they, too, 
would like to see somebody other than Judge 
Folger at the head of the treasury. 

Congressman Bayne having heard of this 
contemplated step rushed on to Washington 
to find out what it means, Mr. Bayne is the 
only republican who openly attacked General 
Arthur on tbe floor of the house.. He got bis 
re election without fighting for it, as there 
was practically no opposition. If he can keep 
it there will be no delegation from Pennsy]l- 
vania for General Arthur, and he says it 
would be suicide for the party to nominate 
him. Mr. Bayne, however, is satisfied that 
through Brewster and Chandler the president 
has begun bis work-in Pennsylvania, and the 
contest will now be between Arthur and 
Blaine. 

What Mr. Chandler has been doing for ten 
days nobody knows except Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Gresham and those who ought to know. 
He took Mr. Gresbam away with him when 
he started, and they were together several 
days. Now, on his return, Mr. Gresham 
starts for Indiana and hardly making a secret 
of his desire that his state shall give its dele- 
gation to General Arthur.

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THE ARCTIC BUNGLE, - 


The Evidence That Gross Mismanagement was at the 
Kottom of the Proteus Disaster. 
WASHINGTON, November 20 —Commander 
W ildes’s examination before the Proteus court 
of inquiry was resumed to-day. General 
Hazen was present and asked leave to put 
some questions to the witness. Witness ask- 
ed the court if it was permissible for any per- 
son outside of the court to ask him any ques- 
tions they mightchoose. He was informed 
that the questions might be proposed to the 
court, and would become the 
uestions of the court. General 
azen asked what positive knowledge he 
ad that the crew of the Proteus was made 


The schooner Western Yup of beach combers and longshoremen, and 


not seamen. The contract was made with the 
owners of the Proteus, afirm of long stand- 
ing and high respectability, and he believed 
every possible means had been taken to secure 
a good crew. The witness said the Proteus 
was engaged too late to secure a good crew. 
He had alse received information on the sub- 
ject from Lieutenant Calwell, and had, more- 
over, caused the crew of the Proteus to be 
mustered every morning while they were on 
the Yantic, and thus an opportunity had 
been afforded to form an opinion by personal 
observation. The majority were not such 
men as would have been enlisted onthe Yan- 
tic as seamen. 
THE ATTACK ON THE SIGNAL SERVICE. 

General Hazen asked what evidence Wildes 
had that the crew of the Proteus were muti- 
nously inclined. Witness said his informa- 
tion was all derived from Lieutenant Calwell. 
General Hazen asked whether the witness 
yesterday intended to include the chief signal 
ofticer and the officer of the signal service, in 


stating that the authors of the expedition had 


not, to his knowledge, studied the authors in 
regard to Arctic navigation before Lieutenant 
Garlington was sent out. Witness had noth- 
ing to add to the answer. 

General Hazen—‘'Then I would like to ask 
what he (witness) knows about the study or 
experience of the chief signal officer and the 
officer of the bureau in regard to that expedi- 
tion. 

‘I said that I didn’t know that any refer- 
ence was made to former experience. That 
isto my knowledge. I only judge by what 
is patent to everybody who can see for them- 
selves the progress and results of last year and 
this year. That is the only reason.”’ 

General Hazen—“Then I would like to ask 
wherein the expedition, either last year or 
this year, failed to get as far north, or to do 
as much as any ships could do up to the time 
that the ship last year came to the solid pack, 
which no ships could pass, and this year, un- 
less by false seasmanship, or the acts of God, 
was nipped and sank.”’ 

Witness—‘“Probably they did as much as 
they could do last year, and this year, fitted 
and equipped as they were.” “s 

THE MUTINOUS CREW, 

Lieutenant Calweil was recalled and in re- 
ply to queries said that Captain Pike conned 
his ships from a bridge under the direction 
of one of the mates. Captain Pike was with- 
out experience in artic ice. Witness also was 
without experience. Looking back at the 
events of tbe voyage, he thought the 
Proteus should rave been taken 
out of the pack and returned 
to Payer harbor, when it was stopped the 
night previous tothe disaster. The otlicers 
of the l’roteus had no control over the crew 
atthe time of the disaster. Witness heard 
one of the crew defy one of the ofticers, tell- 
ing him that the Proteus was Jost, and they 
were no more officers. Several times he had 
heard Captain Pike give orders which were 
not obeyed by the crew. The witness had re- 
ceived private information from a member of 
the crew that led him to keep an armed 
watch over Garlington, the boat’s crew having 
formed a plot of seizing them as being better 
tugn the Proteus boats, and making their 
way io the west coast. > 

GENERAL HAZEN’S STAT NT. 

Witmess being reliéved. General Hazen 
asked leave {o make a statement. _ Permis- 
sion being given General Hazen said that 
the Proteus and vne captain were hired after 
very deliberate and carefu! consideration, 
Captain Pike brought to the owners of the 
ship from Lieutenant Greely, in 1881, a let- 
ter highly indorsing him. The owners of the 
Proteus were a firm of very long standing, 
over one hundred years, and of the highest 
respectability, who considered their probity 
in business as high as it was possible for 
any firm to go. They.made a contract to 
furnish a+ ship thoroughly. equipped and 
manned, and provisioned in the best possible 
way. They nowclaim that they didso. If 
they did not they were very much at fault. 
It was in evidence that they did not 
doit. He would therefore ask Captain Pike, 
Mr. Syms, the agent of the owners of the Pro- 
teus and the United States consul 
Mr. Malloy, of St. Johns, through whom the 
contract was made, to be called as ‘witnesses, 
Without wishing to cast any reflection upon 
the gentleman who had testified, it would 
seem that the other side should be heard. 
These gentlemen had expressed a desire to be 
heard. Ithad also been said that the origi- 
nators of the expedition did not give the sub- 
ject proper study, did not properly plan it, 
and that the means were inadequate. He 
would like to hear Captaln Clapp, of the Six- 
teenth infantry, who knew more of that than 
anybody else @xcept himself, brought before 
the court to testify 4e.the,character of the 
study. « ke, Would farthermore like to have 
Generai John B. Hawkins, who brought the 
stores, called to testify with regard to their 
quality. Without passing upon Hazen’s last 
request for witnesses, the court adjourned.

THE SECRET BOND 


BY WHICH IRISH CONSPIRATORS 
ARE HELD TOGBTHER. 


Phe Belief Expressed That Seme New Plot is Under 
Wey—The Meeting of the Prussian Dict—The 
Latest From the Fighting in Celro—The 
Conviction jot Poolie, Eo., Ete. 


Lonbon, November 20.—The Standard pub- 
lishesa long letter from a correspondent 
whose good faith it states to be beyond ques- 
tion, who proposes to be a member of an 
‘‘American”’ Irish secret society. He writes 
and expresses his regret at having joined the 
organization, and says every one is watching 
the other; that he is a paid ofticer, receiving 
$13 weekly; that he must keep himself ac- 
quainted with the whereabouts of 228 ‘under 


him, to whom heis required to hand sealed 
that everything in the society is. done 
with the greatest secrecy by ballot, and that 
no one one knows the others, business, 
although several may have similar tasks to 
perform. The writer believes that some of 
the employes in the postoffice are members 
of the society, as it is known at headquarters 
when a member receives a letter, fram where 
and from whom, 
reorganized everything since the last great 
failure, and that some new movement is con- 
templated, as thirty of his party have left for 
some unknown destination, all of whom re- 
ceived before leaving sums of English money. 
The writer concludes as follows: It isa cruel 
tyranny. Once the oith is taken’ the 
member surrenders his liberty, and spies 
watch his every step. 
‘THE TRIAL OF POOLE. 

At the trial to-day of James Poolein Dub- 
lin for the murder of Jobn Kenny, William 
Lamb, brother-in-law of the prisoner, re- 
peated his former evidence respecting the 
division in the ranks ofthe fenian party. He 
also testified that he believed at the time of 
the murder that Kenny had been an informer 
but since then he had reason to believe oth- 
erwise, and was now of the opinion that re- 
venge for the seducing of a girl led to the 
murder. 

Francis Georghan testified that he lived in 
the same room with Poole.. On the same 
night that Kenny was murdered he heard the 
prisoner come into the room and whisper to 
a fellow-lodger that Kenny would teil no 
more. Mrs. Brady, proprietor of the lodging 
house, deposed to hearing a noise in her 
house. on the night of the murder. This 
Dr. 
Webb, counsel for Poole, addressed the jury, 
arguing that there was no evidence before the 
court to bring home guilt to the accused. 
After receiving instructions of court the jury 
retired, and in about forty minutes returned 
with a verdict of guilty as charged in the in- 
dictment. The court pronounced the senfence 
of death upon the prisoner. Poole, in @n 
address to the court, admitted that he was a 
fenian, cursed England and called for three 
cheers for the Irish republic. 

THE POOR IRISH IN CANADA. 

OTTAWA, Ont., November 20.—A _ report 
made out to the combined city charities, 
points out the terrible destituie condition of 
the poor Irish immigrant families of this city. 
The Toronto Globe asks why should not the 
imperial government be called upon to refund 
what the people of Toronto and other Cana- 
dian cities may have to pay for the support 
of those who, reduced to abject poverty ad- 
mittedly by the injustice and misgovernment 
of ages, are sent to us because the iniperial 
policy requires their removal from Ireland. 

THE NEWs EXPANDER. 

Lonpon, November 20.—At the central 
criminal court yesterday, t.e Central News 
applied to have a certain alleged libel which 
had appeared in the London Sportsman since 
the dismissal of the summons for libel last 
week, added to the indictment. The recorder 
ordered the matter postponed until the court 
set for the Sportsman could be heard, 

THE NEWS FROM EGYPT, 

A Cairo correspondent says that the latest 
official account of the fight at [oka, state that 
the Egyptians lost 11 officers and 142 men be- 
sides 6 Turks and seve al Greeks. ‘They also 
lost 1 gun and 300 rifles. About 540 of them 
regained theirship. The Egyptians, during 
the fight,formed a hollow square when a small 
number of the enemy locked their shields 
together and rushed through the Egyptian 
line. An immediate panicamong the Egyp 
tians resulted. It is doubtful if the black 
troops can be spared from Massowha, which 
isin the same critical position as Suakim. 
The British gunboat Ranger has been ordered 
from Aden to Suakim. The Times, in a lead- 
ing article, concludes that the continued 
presence Ofthe English garrison in Egypt is 
essential to the interest of civilization. 

THE PRUSSIAN DIET. 

Beruin, November 20 —The Prussian diet 
opened at noon in the white hall of the royal 
castle, by Herr Von Putkamer, minister of 
the interior. The speech from the throne set 
f. rth that the financial situation had improved 
and that the working of the railroads by the 
state had resultedin an accumulation of a 
considerable surplus. The new budget does 
not make any claim upon the _ credit 
of the state, but a-certain disproportion con- 
tinués in regard to.the resources oi tbe treas- 
ury as compared with the demands upon tt, 
arising from the pressure of the commercial 
charges and the inadequacy of the salaries of 
public officials, The speech announces the 
introduction into the diet of a bill taxing in- 
comes derived from property, and of measures 
for aturther purchase of- railroads by the 
state. 

In view of the fact that the imperial budget 
fixes a much smaller matriculatory contri- 
bution, and that a larger revenue is expected 
from the custom duties and the tobacco tax, 
it has been possible to form a budget for 
1884 85 so as to effect an equilibaam between 
the receipts and the expenditures. [ne speech 
conciudes by summoning the diet to address 
itself to its labors in the security of an assur- 
ed peaceful state of affairs throughout the 
country The budget estimates the receipts 
and expenditure for the fiscal year of 1884-5 
at 1,112.800,000 marks each. The members of 
the chamber of deputies received the speech 
coldly. Tney complain that the passage deal- 
ing with the bills on taxation is 
not clear. The liberal newspapers 
criticise the speech adversely, saying that it 
does not satisfy public curiosity concerning 
the real taxation; that the programme gener- 
ally is colorless and insignificant, and that the 
proposed bill taxing interest accruing from 
capital will not obtain a majority in the low- 
er house of the diet, especiaily while landed 
property remains exempt from impost. 

A ROMAN MOB. 

Rome, Italy, November 20.—Yesterday 
while the communal council was discussing a 
motion in favorof entrusting priests with 
religious instruction in the municipal schools 
a crowd burst into the hall and commenced 
whistling and hooting. The greatest disorder 
prevailed for a time, but the hall was finally 
cleared, and the discussion proceeded with 
closed doors. Several arrests were made. 

ATTACKED BY TRICHINOSIS. 

THORNWEsST, Prussia, November 20.—Fifty 
persons in this city have been attacked by 
trichinosis, 

CONTINENTAL TRIFLES.

THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS, 

[he board of county commissioners met 
this morning, a full board being present. The 
first business that came before the meeting 
was thatof the question of the proper con- 
struction of the electric light tower on the 
courthouse so as toconform to the rules and 
regulations of the New York underwriters’ 
association. This precaution was necessary in 
order to make the insurance on the building, 
which amounted to about $50,000 valid. 
The clerk reported tiat he had been verbally 
informed by Mr. G. F. Payne, electrician of 
the Macon electic ght company, that 
the electric light station on the court 
house was perfect in all respects 
except having a ground connection. The 
lack of this ground connection endangered 
the building from lightning. The board pass- 
ed an order for the clerk to notify the Macon 
electric light company to have this defect 
remedred, On giving the required bond the 
following liquor license were granted: J. A. 
McMillan and Lewis Bircher. Manager 
Block, of Ralston hall, presented a petition 
asking that the license for theatrical compa- 
nies be made $75 per year to cover taxes, in 
lieu of the present tax of $5 each performance. 
Mr. Block based this petition on the discre- 
tion that the law allows the commission to 
make either the yearly tax or as it is at pres- 
ent, $5 for each performance. The board de- 
cided to let it remain as is now the tax. The 
city council, through Colonel Wiley, chief of 
police, requested the commissioners to have 
the courthouse tower clock regulated to con- 
form with the standard railroad time for Ma- 
con. In this connection a lengthy com- 
munication from Professor RS KE. 
W illet, of Mercer university, was 
read in opposition to the change of our local 
time. The commissioners passed a resolution 
thankiny Professor Willet on bis communica- 
tion, and after a full discussion of the matter 
ordered Mr. W.G. Johnson, keeper of the 
clock, to arrange it to-morrow at twelve.

BALLOONS AND FLYING JENNIES,

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CUBAN SLAVERY. 


The Law for Abolition to be Construed Faverabie to 
the Interests of the Slave. 

Havana, November 20.—The official ga- 
zette has published a royal decree ordering 
that all doubts concerning the application of 
any part of the law for the gradual abolition 
of slavery shall always be resolved in the 
sense of the widest latitude for the liberty of 
the slave or the patracinado, and that there- 
fore the owners of patracinados, when the lat- 
ter have acquired their freedom, shall not 
compel them to pay indemnities for their 
children. The decree argues that although 
the law is not very’ explicit on 
that point, yet it clearly orders that 
under no condition shall the families of Pat- 
ricinados be separated, and that if the 
parents were obliged, when freed, to pay for 
the rescue of their children, the other sec- 
tions of the law providing for gradual aboli- 
tion would be violated, and furthermore that 
it would be unjust to compel the tregliiahen 
to pay for the liberty of their children when 
the law of 1880 denies to the government it- 
self the prerogative of indemnifying the 
owners for the loss of their slaves.

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BANKING HOURS. 


To be Changed in Atiantu—An Account of the New 
Time-—Shop Time, 

back of Atlanta time twenty- 
two minutes to correspond with the new 
standard, has been universal that all 
lines of business have begun to accommo- 
date themselves to it. Many of the merchants 
will open their stores 22 minutes sooner by 
the clock, thus striking the old time and 
not disturbing their own habits’ and 
those of their employes. The shops have not 
yet all adopted the new time. It is probable 
that those who do will changethe hours of 
beginning and quitting work so that the old 
hours of labor will be really maintamed. The 
banks, with two exceptions, will make an im- 
portant change in their hours. All! of them 
except John H. James and W.M. «& R, J. Low- 
ry will to-day begin to open at 8 and close at 2. 
The two banks that do not go into this ar 
rangement have not hitherto been working 
on tbe same time as the other banks, and 
will probably continue to keep open two 
hours longer. The new bank regulations 
will be about as if under the old time 
they had opened at 8:30 and closed at 2:30. 
The arrangement, it is thought, will give very 
general satisfaction to all parties concerned. 
It seems that any inconvenience which might 
result from an absolnte adoption of the new 
time can thus be easily remedied by sucha 
‘change of nominal hours as will keep up any 
old social or business habits that may be

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THE NEVYWV CITY HALL. 


The Wid Landmark Soon to Go—Where Sba'l City 
Sovereignty Reat! 

The capitol comissioners want possession of 
the present city hall square by the first of 
January. They propose to remove the present 
building and to have the lotin shape for the 
opening of work onthe new capitol by the 
first of March, Though it is probable that the 
present building will be allowed to stand be- 
yond that date. For sometime the city fathers 
have been casting about for a new home. 
When the elegant new home _ of 
the chamber of commerce was 
agreed on plans were so made as to fit the 
first floor especially for the occupancy of the 
city offices, and after some delay the chamber 
and the council agreed on a contract for the 
reptal of the first floor by the city. The 
board of aldermen, however, in approving 
the action of council amended it by declaring 
that the new quarters should be 
ready by the time the city would be com- 
pelled to give up the present hall. Looking 
to a site for a permanent building the council 
at its meeting before the last agreed to ap- 
point a committee to purchase the Jones Jot, 
atthe cornerof Loyd and Hunter streets, 
opposite the Catholic church. Mr. W. QO. 
Jones has made an offer of this lot to the city 
for $11,500 and the friends of the purchase 
consider it a good plan to buy it for the fu- 
ture needs of the city. In close proximity 
‘to the courthouse it would make a fine pub- 
lic square extending along Hunter from Pry- 
or to Loyd streets. Objections to the price 
are raised by several members of council, and 
the purchase is yet by no means certain. A 
motion to reconsider the action of the previous 
meeting was madeat the meeting Monday 
night but was voted down. The committee 
of which Councilman Dunning is chairman 
will probably meet to-day or to-morrow to 
consider what they will offer for the lot. They 
will report at the next meeting what will be 
the price advisable to pay for the 


lot and then the council will 
take tht purchase intoconsideration. No im 
mediate building on the lot is now contem- 
plated even if the council should buy it and 
the aldermen oppose its purchase, But some 
site fora future and permanent city hall is 
wanted. When the old. building now 
occupied goes down under the 
march of improvement there will disappear 
one of the landmarks of Atlanta around 
which cluster historic memories almost from 
the rise of the city and there will not .be 
wanting friends to mourn over its ruin. 
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GONE UP FOR THREE YEARS. 


A Counterfelt Shov@ Gets His Deseris at the 
Hands of the Federal Court. 

John Jones, a shover of the queer, was con- 
victed in the United States court yesterday 
and-was sentenced to three years in the peni- 
tentiary at Albany, New York. 

This individual appeared to be without a 
habitation, aid seemed to have been drifting 
around rudderiless on the face of Franklin 
‘ounty. He went so far yesterday, however, 
as to state in court that he was a citizen uf 
the great state of Mississippi, but as he is just 
now salling under a cloud, it is not known 
that he was speaking the truth. 

On the fourth of last July Jones turned up 
in Franklin county in the neighborhood of 
the raging Tugalo river. As night drew on 
he drew up at a farm house, and was admit- 
ted to shelter beneath its friendly roof. The 
next morning he asked for his bill, and was 
told that it was fifty cents. He tendered a 
bright, shining ten dollar gold piece, and re- 
ceived in change nine dollars and a half. The 
gentleman thus traded with was Mr. Lorenzo 
Jenkins, who was unskilled in the ring of the 
true colin. 

Immediately after breakfast Jones left, and 
at one o’clock turned up at the. house of R. 
M. Franks, and asked fordinner. He was in- 
formed that the cloth had been cleared, and 
he was too late. He asked fora drink of wa- 
ter, and after a moment’s conversation asked 
for change for aten dollar gold coin, which 


was given him, 

Jones then passed on to Toccoa and on 
the 7th of July, which was Saturday, he 
purchased a dime’s worth of candy froma 
Toccoa merchant and tendered a counter- 
feit half dollar, which, however, su bse- 
quently -redeemed when called to do 
SU, 

In the meantime the 
passed on Jenkins and. Franks changed 
color. The bright golden hue wore off in 
spots and beneath was found a base metal 
resembling silver or pewter. The two men 
turned up in Toccva on the Sunday follow- 
ing the visit of Jones and secured the ser- 
vices of the county sheriff. Jones was 
found at a house of bad character near 
Toccoa and was arrested and held by the 
commissioner who heard his 

The case came up for trial yesterday before

He boughta 
ticket and received a half dollarin change 
which he pul into his pocketbook. The next 
day a friend jokingly attempted to pass a 
counterfeit quarter on him. To test the diff- 
erence in the ring of the two coins, Mr. Jen- 
kins drew out his silver half, which to bis 
surprise he found to be a counterfeit also.

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ENJOINING Tn& CITY, 


Certain Citizens KRefuse to Pay for Street Imprever 
ments, and Will feat the Case In the Courts. 

Next Monday there will come before Judge 
Hammond a case with more local interest at- 
tached toit than any that has been heard in 
alongtime. It is tne application for an in- 
junction to prevent the city from selling cer- 
tain property for the assessment made on it for 
the recent street improvements, and which the 
owners refuse to pay. ‘The application was 
filed some days ago by Messrs. Mynatt & 
Howell as attorneys forJ. A. Hayden and 
a number of other citizens who resist the pay- 
ment of this claim of the city. The bill sets 
forth that the money thus expended was 
without due authority of law and is not bind- 
ing on the citizen as a debt to the corporation. 
It is declared that in expending $200,000 or 
whatever sum was real’y spent on the streets 
and sidewalks the last vear, the city council 
transcended its authority and violated the 
city charter which is based in this particular 
on the state constitutional limit to city in- 
debtedness. t is also said that 
no such debt, if allowable, could be con- 
tracted without the submission of the ques- 
tion to the voters of the city. The paper 
is long and sets forth the case very fully 
but the poirtts will be more completely set 
forth inthe tria!, The law which authorized the 
city to levy this assessment on citizens is 
declared to be unconstitutional in 
the bill for injunction, and thus a 
very broad scope will be given to the legal 
discussion. 

At the meeting of the general council last 
Monday night Alderman Lowry offered a res- 
olution on this question, which was unani- 
mously adopted. It took very strong ground 
on this matter and asserted that the citizens 
who oppose the paymentof this tax are di- 
rectly responsible for the closing of the public 
schools in December, but they may, by hold- 
ing back their dues, cause the schools to be 
closed for two or three months next year. The 
resolution also orders the suspension of all 
work not absolutely indispensable to the 
streets and sidewalks. Thus the matter 
brought in the shape of a lively issue before 
the city. It was one of the most general 
themes of conversation yesterday 

Alderman Lowry said—‘“‘I don’t see what 
these citizens can hope to make by fighting 
the payment of this assessment. The city 
has put decent streets and sidewalks in front 
of their property, and, in many instances, 
improved its value fifty per cent. Now some- 
body must pay forthis improvement to the 
streets and the increased value of the 
property. It simply a 
as to whether the men benefitted shall pay 
for it or the city generally shall be taxed for 
the benefit of a few individuals. There is no 
question in the minds of the council as to the 
decision of the courtson the question, but 
you see how the delay affects us. .We have 
$65,000 tied up here which is justly due the 
city. {t will inevitably be paid 
but it may not come ‘in time 
to be used for the schools 
and any delay in the operalion of such insti- 
tutions will be justly attributed to this op- 
position to the payment of city taxes, espec- 
ially if it is finally determined, as I am sure 
it will be, that the money is justly due for 
improvements made. My faith in the city’s 
case is absolute.”

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A NBW’ TELBPHONSG SYSTEM 


What The Georgia Telephone Company Says it Will 
Deo in Atianta. 

Tiere is now an application before the city 
council for the privile ge of erecting poles and 
placing the wires. of the new Georgia tele- 
phone company which hasa charter recently 
obtained from the superior court of this coun- 
ty. The incorporators are Wm. J. Smith of 
Atlanta, Charles H. Goodwin of At- 
lanta, and J. 8. Jones of St.* Louis. 
The charter gives these gentlemen the right 
te associate in their business such other per- 
sons as they may see fit. The capital stock of 
the company is $300,000 divided into shares 
of $20 each, and most of it is said to be taken 
already. All the incorporators and several 
gentlemen interested with them have been 
locking over the field in Atlanta, 
and express their determination to 
go ahead at once with the plans they have 
matured. The company isrepresented in At- 
lanta by Mr. Louis W. Thomas as attorney. 
He appeared with its petition before the 
council last Monday night. The petition was 
referred and will be acted on atthe next meet- 
ing. Mr. Thomas says that the 
new company ig backed by ample 
capital in Atlanta and Chicago. to 
carry out his scheme. The telephone pro- 
posed is a new invention, which it is alleged 
can be connected more factorily and 
heard more distinctly than the usual 
style. Mr. Thomas says his company will 
be able tosupply a most satisfactory telephone 
service to the citizens of Atlanta at about one 
half the rates now charged. He says the in- 
struments have been ordered and the con- 
struction material will soon be ready. As 
soon as the council grants the right. to erect 
poles and exercise the ordi- 
nary privileges of such companies 
work will be begun. Acanvassof the city 
already partially made will be completed,and 
it is the opinion of the attorney and the in- 
corporators that when the new system begins 
operation it will have several hundred sub- 
scribers.
